FELL 60 FEET 


Terrible Accident to Jas. 


P. Walshjesterday 


While at Work in St. Margaret's 


Church, Dorchester—He Was 
Precipitated From a 60 Foot 
Staging Receiving Bad Injuries 
Though 
None 
of a 
Fatal

James P. Walsh, the 
well 
known 


plasterer of this city, fell from a stag- 
ing a distance uf 60 feet to the ground 
while at work in the new St. Marsa- 
KCfs church, Columbia Road. Dorches- 
ter, yesterday noon nnd 13 now at the 
Carney hospital in .South Boston. In 
a critical londition, his escape from In- 
.stant death being regarded as a mir- 
acle. 


Mr. Walsh, who lias achieved a most 


enviable reputation as a plasterer of 
church edifices, had the contract on the 
Dorchester church and had been at 
work there -Mnce August 1st. the Job 
being about half finished at the pres- 
ent time. It was his custom 
to go 


aloft on the staging and work with 
his men and all yesterday morning he 
was employed on a. staging between 50 
and Gy feet from the ground. 


At noon, when about to leave work 
lo go to dinner, Mr. Walsh, who was 
alone on the staging, stopped to move 
a large plank which lay across the 
Mirers, nraspjng one end of H with 
both hands he pushed it with consid- 
erable force and the weight 
of 
the 


other end of the plank being loo great 
for hla strength, carried 
him along 


•with It and off the plank upon which 
he was standing, 
precipitating him 
headlong to the ground below. 


Ht- struck the ground «Ith a terrible 


thud and 
never 
moved. 
His 
two 


brolhcrs, Thomas and Luke, of this 


city, -who were working on the job. 
heard the crash, rushed to where they 
had heard it and were horror-stricken 
ui)on finding tbe unfortunate man ly- 
ing in a pool of blood. Tendeily thev 
carried him out of the building a.nd 
medical aid was hasily summoned. 


A physician was on the scene In a 


short lime and ordered the removal ot 
the Injured man to the Carney hos- 
pital In South Boston, -where a thor- 
ough examination of his Injuries was 
made. They consist of a broken right 
wrist and left leg, broken ribs and had 
cuts on the head nnd face, while there 
Is also a poslblllty of Internal Injuries. 
Mr. Walsh remained unconscious for 
several hours but toward evening re- 
gained his senses. 


The Run -Inquired for his condition 


over the telephone this morning and 
was informed that he 
was 
resting 


more comfortably and that while ter- 
ribly injured and shaken up he wil 
recover. 


Mr. Walsh was a most careful man 


on a staging and this Is his first nnd 
only accident while at work in the 18 
years that he has been In business. 


The injured man is married and has 


n family living on West Sixth street.

Is belnu prostituted to the 
vile ends of blackmail, of unprovoked and malicious attack by Irresponsible 
and unscrupulous blackguards claiming shelter if lint justification under the 
broad provisions of the freedom of the press. 


The freedom or (he press pern ils no such use of the chnnuelfl of publicity. 


The public journalist has no more right to make a vllo personal and malicious 
attack upon a private citizen than he has to make an 
unprovoked 
assnult 


upon a man nn the public street. Of course when n citizen enters public 
office lie Is a just subject of rrll'o-.sm. and any act that can be construed as 
injuriously affecting the public iveal. public morals or Ihe rights of Individu- 
als may be freely criticized. Indeed the public journalist is In duty bound to 
denounce anything of this kind: but thin dues not justify Indiscriminate at- 
tacks outside Ihe province of Just criticism; it does not Justify the hounding 
of honorable men, nor of defenceless women, merely for the purpose of forc- 
ing them to pay tlie price nf exemption from virulent attacks. 


We have bad various examples of that disreputable style of Jourlallsm In 


this part of the stale. The city of Lawrence linn been sorely nflllcted with It 
and Is BO to this day. This city has Buffered from It and IB still sufterliiK; 
hut the intelligent reading public In the past has shown mieh an aversion for 
this abuse nf the power nf the press that It not only refused to buy the 
scurrilous sheets, but refused 
also to purchase exemption: and as a result 


several of these sheets passed out of exlstenee. 
The people of thin city have 


shown greater forbearance with such abuses than would the people of most 
cities. 


Out in n Kentucky city, not long ngo, the editor of n scurrilous blackmail 


sheet so aroused public Indifrnallnn by unwarranted attacks upon private 
citizens thnt twelve men decided he should die. They 
got 
together 
one 


tilaht. shot him and throw his body iu tlie doorway of his office. 
So bitter 


was the feeling against him tliat there was nobody bold enough to demand 
nn investigation of his death. 


Now It may be said Hint the law of libel furnishes .sufficient redress In 


all such cases. Unfortunately It does not. for the blackmailer so arranges 
his affairs that a suit fur damages rVnnot affeet 
him. lie 
cannot 
escape 


the law for criminal libel, but honest, low-abiding people are not 
well 
In- 


formed upon this |.articular Inw. and not many of thorn have the money to 
spend even If t.li«-y desire,! to secure legal advice and enter criminal proceed- 
ings. Thus the. journalistic hlackmallors are allowed to escape until some 
of the victims of their attacks are aroused to vengeance as in the case of 
Lieutenant Governor TIMman and Kditor Onuzales. 


Before the trial of Tiliman. when the facts were unknown, the shooting 


was considered murder, pure and simple: but the cvidcn.-o changed the aspect 
of the case and showed that C,onzalc., was the aggressor; that he vilified 
Tiliman in the most outrageous manner. That being :o If retaliation came 
swift and terrible f, w there arc who knowing 
the 
circumstances 
would 


blame Tillmau for what he did or say that nonzales deserved n better fate.. 


I.ct it he understood, however, that the limits of legitimate criticism 


are very wide and that public officials especially must not be too thin-skin- 
ned In regard to any criticism that may be construed as in the interest of 
public morals or the public good. 


Shortly before President McKinlcy was shot certain newspapers strained 


the freedom of the press to the point of 
inciting assassination 


officials, and there ]<, K0od reason to bc'lie'-e that but for these 
president might not have been assassinated. This is l.ut 
iti which journalists abuse the freedom of the press, 
courages anarcliv. treason and assassina'lon. This abuse has been moderated 
by popular indignation since Hi.- death or President McKinley. but tin 
papers still manifest this dangerons tendency. 


U is this and the other Abuses of the freedom of the press that have led 


to threats of a censorship ,,r th,. press in this country. 
Referring to this 


threat William J. Hryan said it Is better not 
to curtail 
the freedom of 


the press Inasmuch as the int.-lli,;..,it public will eventually refuse <o patron- 
ire the filthy, scurrilous and blackmailing sheets, and without support they 
will have to go out of existence. It is good advice I,,,, unfortunately ,'t 
takes ihe public a long t,m,. ,,, decide, and hence some such publications

Lord Roberts presided. On his right 


sat Ambassador OhouU-. and on his left 
Lord Chief Justice Alversion*?. Lord 
LUndKdowne, Sir Louis Jette, Sir Stan- 
ley Clarke, 
the king's 
etpuerry, and 


Secretary EMhu Root sat at the same 
table. The other guests numbered in 
all about 
loO. 


Lord Roberts proposed the health of 


King Kdwnrd and President Roosevelt 
In a united toast which met 
with 
a 


cordial reception. 
He 
then 
proposed 


"The Alaskan 
boundary commission," 


to which Lord Alverstone replied, say- 
Ing that the meeting of the 
commis- 


sioners would stand as a monument of 
the feeling evinced In America, 
and 


Great Britain to settle their differences 
by ii common sense method. 


Ex-United States 
Senator 
Turner 


and the Hon. Clifford Sifton, Canadian 
interior minister, answered for their 
respective countries, the latter paying: 
that no greater crime could be con- 
ceived against human 
nature 
than 


trouble between Great Britain and the 
VnitL-d States. 


Proposing the health of the Anglo- 


Paxon raPe, Lord JUmsdowne claimed 
that it had done more thfin any other 
nationality to promote the sirts and 
literature and just and ecpual govern- 
ment.

Mr. Walsh, who has achieved n most 


enviable reputation as a plasU-rer of 
church edifices, had the contract on the 
Dorchester church and had been at 
work there alnce August let. the job 
being about half finished at the pres- 
ent time. It was bis custom 
to go 


aloft on the staging and work with 
his men and all yesterday morning1 he 
was employed on a staging between 50 
:tnd 
60 feet from the ground. 


At noon, when about to leave work 


to go to dinner, Mr. Walsh, who was 
alone on the staging, stopped to move 
a larfie plank which lay 
across the 


ledpers. Grasping one end of It with 
aoth hands he pushed it with consid- 
erable force nnd the weight 
of 
the 


other end of the plank being too great 
for his strength, carried

along 


with it and off the plank upon which 
he was standing, 
precipitating him 


headlong to the ground below.

brothers, Thomas and Luke, of this 
city, who were working on the job, 
heard the crash, rushed to where they 
had heard it and wer« horror-stricken 
upon finding the unfortunate man ly- 
ing In a pool of blood.

A physician was on the scene in a

the freedom prop" lo the vile purpose* of mnlico and blnckinnll, nnd this, to- 
gether with tho circumstances undor which hia (tenth took place at the hnnds 
of Lieutenant Governor Tlllnmn. indicates that tho jury looked upon the 
death of Gonznlcs n* justifiable homicide. 


Of course, we premime. thorn will be n prent mil cry against South Caro- 


lina justice as n irault of TiUman's nonulUal: but If Oonzalea was the Uind 
of a man the evidence Indicated him to be, he provoked tho attack, nnd the 
verdict In the onse wns lust an«1 rlpht. TVe doubt whether a Jury could be 
found in MmwarhiiFoHs to ronvirt Tilininn under the rireuinptunceo. 


Unfortunately of Inte the po^^;- of tbc press, one of the most potent 


weapons for pood which this country pnnsospes, ia heinp prostituted to the 
vile ends of blnrUniall. of unprovoked nnd malicious attack by irresponsible 
and iinpcnipulnup blnekTunrds rlnimlnp shelter If not Juptlflcntlon under the 
brnad provi^inna nf the freedom of the press. 


The freedom r*" the prep? pnriritn no such use of the channels of publicity. 


The public jonrnnllPt hap im more rlprht to rnnlce a vile peraonal and malicious 
attack upon a private rlti7.cn ihnn he hns to make an 
unprovoked 
nnflnnlt 


upon a man on Ine public street. Of course when a citizen entern public 
office he. IP n Just piibjcrt nf rrUu-.^m, and any act thnt can bo consiruod as 
Injuriously affectlnc the public weal, public morals or the rlphtn of IndividuA 
nla may be freely crltlrlzon*. Indeed the public journnllai IR In duty bound to 
denounce nnythlnp of thla kind; but thlu'do^a not Justify Indiscriminate at- 
tacks outside tho province of Ju«t criticism: It does not justify the hounding 
of honorable men, nor of defenoelopf women, merely for the purpose of forc- 
ing them to pay the price of exemption from virulent nttacka. 


We hnve had various examples of that dl^rcputoblc Rtyle of jnurlnllmn in 


tblp port of the Mnte. Tb*1 city of Lawrence baa been sorely n filleted with it 
and Is so to this dny. This city lian suffered from It and In ptlll suffering; 
but tho Intelligent reafllnp public In the pnt--t ha.s shown such an aversion for 
this abuse of the pmvnr nf tho prew* that it not only refused to buy the 
scurrilous sheet*, but refused 
nlpn to purchase exemption; nnd ns a result 


Peveral of these Flu-eta passed out of existence. The people of this city hnve 
shown proater forbearance with such abuses than would the people of most 
cities. 


Out In a Kentucky city, not IrniK npo. the editor of a scurrilous blnckinnil 


sheet so aroused public Indignation by unwarranted attacks upon private 
citizens thnt twelve men decided he should die. They

the law for criminal ltln-1. hut honest. 1, tv-nhtdlnff people are not -well 
In- 


formed upon this i urlinil'"'^'v. and not many nf them have the nmtioy to 
spend even if th'-y Orpin • 
-orure legal advice nnd enter criminal proceed- 


ings. Thus the journal!• 
-'kmnilerp are nllowcd to escape until some 


of the victims of their ; < ( ! : • < ' 
. < " n roused to vengeance n* In the case of 


Lieutenant Governor Tillmim and Editor fionznlpfl. 


Before tho trlnl of Tlllnian, when the fncta were unknown, thr- shooting 


Vftip considered murder, pure nnd simple; but the evidence chnnped the aspect 
of the case nnd showed that Oonznlps was the aggressor; that he vilified 
Tillman in the most outrageous manner. That being ;o if retaliation came 
swift and terrilA- frw there are who knowing the 
eln umstanoea 
would 


blame Tillman for what he did or say thnt Gonzulcs deserved a better fate. 


Let it be understood, however, that tho limits of legitimate criticism 


Are very wide and that public officials especially must not be too thin-skin- 
ned In regard to any criticism that mny be construed as in the interest of 
public morals or the public r^ond. 


Shortly bo Torn 1'resident McKinley wns shot certain newspapers strained 


the freedom of the press to the point of 
inciting 
assassination 
of 
public 


officials, and there is g-ond reason to believe that but for these tirades the 
president might not have been assassinated. This Is but another extreme. 
In which journalists abuse the freedom of the press, nnd It Is one that en- 
courage? annrchv, treason and assassination. This abuse has been moderated 
by popular Indignation since the death of "President McKinley, but the same 
papers still manifest this dangerous tendency. 


It is this nnd the other abuses of the freedom of the press that h-iive led 


to threats of n censorship of thr press in this country.

threat "William J. riry;in said it Is better 
not to curtail the freedom of 


the press inasmuch ns the inli*llip 
f int puhlio will eventually ivfuse to patron- 


ize the filthy, s-'iirrilons nnd bl;irkmnilinp shefts. nnd without support they 
will hnve to go out of existence. It is Rood ;ulvire' but 
unfortmiati-ly it 


takes the public a long time to decide, and h^nro some such puhlir.itInns 
ore vouchsafed
